Oaviesa Cewnty Convaotlan. 

From Ihe LexioKlon Leader. 

The Republicans of Daviess 
Connty acted wisely oa Saturday 
in adjourning their county conven 
tion without electing delegates to 
tba atala coaveation and adopting 
a resolution requesting the county 
committee to call precinct meet 
ings on June 14 to elect delegates 
to a county convention on July i 
twelve days before the state con 
vention, in Laxiagtoii. 

It was a mistake to call a county 
convention on only a weeks notice, 
tea weeks before the State conven- 
tion, and before the candidates 
likely to be voted for had had a 
chaace to aaaouaea, aad Republi- 
cans over the state feared that it 
meant a renewal of last year's pro- 
voking split in the party ia the 
second district. The party man- 
agers at Uwensboro seemed to 
hava realised that they were act- 
ing with too much haste and the 
leaders of the rival factions hap- 
pily came to an amicable sgree- 
ment to postpone action for two 
months in order to give the masses 
of the party aa opportunity to con- 
aider the claims and availability of 
the candidates lor state officers be- 
fore electiag and instructing dele- 
gates.

both employer and employe. Both tbe 
lederal aod State conatilntions provide 
that no paraoa shall ba dsprived of life, 
liberty or property witboal due process of 
tow. Tbe rii^t to cheese whom eee will 
employ aad tor wbaai eae will weih to 
oaaof tbeeUatlibanisaalaMn. A legis- 
toiive sasetmsel eaa ael lake away ihi* 
liberty, nor can It create an agency clothed 
with the power of coofiscating property. 
Compulsory arbitration woald make Ibe 
Board of Arbitration tbe most autocratic 
tribeeal in tha Stale, transcending tbe 
power aad aetborlly (rf all oonris, the al>- 
solnto master of werhleg SMn and their 
eaplejpan. tha keeper ot Ibaic liberties 
and Ibo arMtan of ibair fortaas."
